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Which Way To Turn? 


HE future is more promising for public service vehicle operators, 
what with a 40 m.p.h. speed limit and the proposed increases in 
dimensions. Higher speeds present no difficulties, but the 36-ft. by 
8-ft. 24-in. vehicle is a different kettle of fish. Although such box 
dimensions offer many possibilities, it seems as if these vehicles will have 
a limited stage use, but a greater express service facility 
he fly in the ointment is that the proposals do not specify an increase 
in the permitted turning circle above the current figure of 71 ft. It is 
not impossible to design down to that figure, but another 6 ft. would 
ease all problems 
Fortunately, an earlier Ministry proposal promises changes in the 
overhang regulations. By using these changes designers should produce 
36-ft.-long models which could just meet the swept-circle limits. The 
reduction in front overhang and increase in rear overhang that these 
proposals permit will mean that the chassis manufacturers have to 
concentrate principally on improving the steering locks of their long- 
wheelbase chassis 
This will be no mean feat, however: a well-known 35-ft.-long Swedish 
bus has a steering layout such that the front wheels can turn to 52°, 
yet even so the swept circle of this vehicle exceeds the British limit by 
| ft. A number of typical British export underfloor-engined chassis 
suitable for 35/36-ft.-long bodies have turning circles of 76 ft. or more, 
let alone the swept circles. The position is going to be even more 
difficult in the case of forward-engined designs 
A 36-ft. single-deck bus with normal seating could accommodate 55 
seated passengers (or, say, 51 if separate entrances and exits were 
provided). The additional 24 in. in the width would, however, permit 
the use of treble seats down one side, so that up to 67 passengers could 
be carried. Standee vehicles are not populat 
In the case of coaches up to 51 seats could be accommodated, although 
many operators might prefer about 45 in order to give increased spacing 
between seats, or to provide toilet and refreshment facilities 
Some operators are already placing tentative orders for 36-footers 
Undoubtedly, these early vehicles will be based on modified export 
chassis, but eventually special lightweight designs should be evolved 
Even so the weight of such vehicles could well be 15 per cent. greater 
than that of current 30-ft. designs

Archibald Prentice showed me one he is especially proud 

of—a model hoof of a Spahi’s mount, complete with 
silver shoe. This might seem surprising when it is remem 
bered that Prentice is the transport manager of one of the 
largest Co-operative Societies in the country, responsible 
for some 400 vehicles of varying types. The fact is that he 
not only retains his love for horses; he continues to employ 
no fewer than a hundred of them. 

This is not for purely economic reasons. Some of his 
horses are used only on ceremonial occasions, others are 
occasionally taken off their daily work to take part in 
ceremonials. As Prentice sees it, the training and mainten 
ance of fine horses and the discipline human beings must 
acquire before taking part successfully in ceremonial, pro 
duces character. The animals are certainly there to work 
but they also educate their masters!

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Overloading 


Starts in Northern Area 


BY NORMAN H. TILSLEY 


AULIERS who operate their vehicles in the Northern traffic area, and 

particularly those using the Al road between Newcastle upon Tyne and the 
Scottish border, are hereby warned to ensure that their vehicles are not 
overloaded. With the delivery, in August or early September, of a modern 
weighbridge (conveniently sited adjacent to the Al rcad at Wideopen), 
Northumberland County Council, with the full support of the Northern Licensing 
Authority, intend to wage an all-out campaign against the operation of overloaded 


vehicles. 

Already the tempo is building up. 
Forty prosecutions are pending in the 
county and are due to be dealt with 
during the next fortnight. To enable this 
to be done, arrangements have been made 
for the Newcastle magistrates to set aside 
a whole day—Monday next—to deal 
solely with overloading allegations against 
27 hauliers, whilst a further 13 will be 
dealt with during the following week at 
a special sitting. 

Reports of vehicles found to be carry- 
ing more than the maximum permitted 
weight are on the increase, and prosecu- 
tions have been stepped up, as reported 
from time to time in this journal. This is 
due to a close liaison between the 
Northern traffic area, on the one hand. 
and Northumberland County Council's 
chief weights and measures inspector, Mr. 
C. L. Arlidge, on the other. 


Not Only in North 


The problem is not just confined to, 
and nor is it merely the concern of, 
Northern area-based vehicles. Mr. W. F 
Quin, the Scottish Licensing Authority 
has been brought into the picture because 


of the increasing number of Seottish- . 


based vehicles found to be carrying above 
the maximum weight permitted. A 
quarterly list of all vehicles reported as 
being overloaded is being sent to Mr 
Quin for appropriate action. 

All other vehicles that are found to be 
overweight are similarly being reported, 
quarterly, to the Northern Licensing 
Authority who, it is understood, passes on 
the details to the traffic areas concerned, 
for action. Thus, in this way, about 50 
per cent. of all north-south bound long 
distance vehicles are being subjected to 
very close scrutiny. 


Exclusive Interview 


In an exclusive interview with Mr 
Arlidge this week, I was told that the view 
taken by the authorities was that over 
loading is “ definitely a form of cheating 
honest hauliers.” By overloading, an 
unscrupulous haulier can carry the pay- 
loads of three vehicles on two vehicles 
and thus is able to greatly undercut his 
competitors, says Mr. Arlidge. 

An operator found guilty of this 
offence not only lays himself open to a 
fine, but places his carrier's licence in 
jeopardy for overloading and, under the 
provisions of the 1960 Act. possibly for 
undercutting rates 

In addition — particularly in the 
Northern area=it is not unknown for the 
person or firm supplying the load to be

charged with aiding and abetting the com-

Such “ dodges” as operating an over- 
loaded vehicle at night, or over the week- 
end, have come to the notice of the 
weights and measures department of 
Northumberland, and officers of that 
department—who now spend a greater 
proportion of their working hours check- 
ing vehicles than carrying out the routine 
checking of scales—are on duty, all round 
the clock, ensuring that, where possible,

Stalemate in London One-man Bus Talks

ONDON TRANSPORT renewed last 

week its attempt to get union agree- 
ment to the introduction of one-man 
buses on some of its outer suburban 
routes. 

At a meeting with representatives of 
the Transport and General Workers’

The body is of all-steel welded construction, strength 
being provided by integral box members at the bottom 
edge of the body sides.

General construction and finish of the body is of a 
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standard and the improvements incorporated are not solely 
for the sake of making changes—as is often the case. The 
bottom curve on the forward doors, which is an excellent 
idea, was found to clear normal kerbs even on roads with a 
fairly high degree of camber. Design of the rear doors was 
effective in preventing rattle even though the catch striking 
plates were not correctly adjusted on the van tested, and 
the doors could have been made to bear harder against the 
rubber seals. The sealing, incidentally, proved capable of 
keeping out all signs of rain even though there were a 
number of heavy storms during the tests. 

There was no sign of any body drumming, so the useful- 
ness of the adjustable cross-brace under the roof could not 
be assessed. However, the great usefulness of the roof 
ventilator was felt during the fuel consumption runs when a 
quantity of petrol was spilt in the body. Normally the smell 
would have hung about for a long time, but on this van tt 


dispersed quickly. 
If there is to be any criticism of the body design, it is 
that there is nothing to stop the load from sliding into the 


seats when braking heavily. For the tests I placed a piece 
of timber across the body behind the seats, but what is 
needed is a full-width stop plate at the forward edge of the 
load area 


Performance with 7-cwt. Load 


The van tested was the 5-cwt. model with low-compres 
sion engine, but it was felt that it would be an advantage 
also to obtain performance figures and impressions when 
carrying 7 cwt. It was considered that for the short time 
and mileage involved, the overload would not be detri- 
mental to the tyres or rear suspension. Obviously the van 
felt different when the extra load was being carried, but 
there was no impression of lack of power, and the van 
handled equally well under both load conditions 

When weighed, it was found that with the load evenly 
distributed the addition of the extra 2 cwt. took 28 Ib. off 
the front wheels and added this plus the 2 cwt. on to the 
rear-axle load. Gross unladen weights were 214 cwt. and, 
naturally, 234 cwt., with loadings of 93 cwt. on the front 
wheels and 11} cwt. on the rear, with the 5-cwt. load. and 
9: cwt. front and 14 cwt. rear with the 7-cwt. load 

For the whole of the tests and subsequent running, com 
mercial-grade petrol was used, without there being any sign 
of pinking. Carburation was perfect. There was never 
any hesitation, or indication of partial fuel starvation, and 
the engine started easily on comparatively cold mornings 
with only a little use of the choke. 

Taking into account a speedometer error of 3 per cent 
fast at 30 m.p.h. and 5 per cent. fast at 60 m.p.h., the 
maximum speed of the van tested was 61 m.p.h. Maximum

were found to be 51 m.p.h. in third, 39 m.p.h 
in second and 25 m.p.h. in bottom gear. 

It was unfortunate that after carrying out 
the braking tests with a 7-cwt. load, there was 
a heavy fall of rain which made it impractic- 
able to test the braking with a 5-cwt. load on 
the same day. One test from 30 m.p.h. was 
completed, however, with a 5-cwt. load on the 
wet road. It is interesting that the stopping dis 
tance for this was 34 ft. 8 in. and the van 
pulled up without any deviation from the 
straight line. Considering the conditions this 
was an excellent performance. The 5-cwt. tests 
were completed the following day on the same 
stretch of road when road and weather condi 

tions were identical with those for the 7-cwt

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Refuse Disposal, Collection and Street 
Cleansing Get “Work Study” Look 


EFUSE disposal, refuse collection and street cleansing were the three 

subjects in a symposium of papers, under the broad heading of Work 

Study in Public Cleansing, given at the 63rd annual conference of the 
Institute of Public Cleansing, in Aberdeen, this week. Speakers were, respec- 
tively, Mr. W. Carmichael, Assistant Manager of the Edinburgh Lighting 
and Cleansing Department; Mr. H. G. Couch, Refuse Collection Superintendent 
of Birmingham's Salvage Department; and Mr. P. B. Cartwright, Deputy Public 
Cleansing and Transport Superintendent of Thurrock U.D.C. 


Mr. Carmichael said that all work can 
be analysed into five kinds of event 
Operation, Delay, Transportation, Inspec 
tion and Storege. These elements are each 
queried in the hope of eliminating, com- 
bining, changing their sequence or simpli 
fying them 

A “ wind of change 
over work study as a tool of management

ROBABLY difficult selection of the 

right type of vehicle is the economic size of a fleet. Even 
such long-established industries as breweries have to contend 
with traffic and there must be few, if 
any, users who do not have to deal with uneconomic ebbs and 
flows at some period during the year. Whilst this has been a 
long-standing problem of transport operation generally, it has 
become more acute during post-war years for several reasons 
Iwo of the main ones are the substantial, if uneven, rise in 
national productivity. coupled with a highly competitive labour 
market, as a result of which it becomes impracticable to vary 
one’s labour force to any extent relative to changing traffic 
requirements 

When an industrialist or trader is faced with this problem ot 
determining the economic I fleet 
the access which he would naturally have to advance informa- 
tion as to possibly expanding sales would be invaluable. But 
nevertheless after the most careful estimates have been made 
and vehicles purchased, it is highly probable that in the light 
of subsequent operating experience, some adjustment to the 
original estimate as to the ideal size of fleet would have to 
be made.
